Community Playhouse Gets Charter; 
Reading UnderWay for 'Matchmaker'

Backers of the new Corsicana Com- 


munity Playhouse breathed a sigh of 
relief Tuesday night following "brass 
tacks" organization of the preparations 
for active production and began 
readings for the first vehicle of the 
group, the original stage play on which 
the smash-hit "Hello Dolly" was based. 


Some 35 theater enthusiasts turned out 


for the meeting at Medical Arts Clinic — 
many of them new faces who signed up 
for membership and swelled the rolls of 
the CCP to more than 100. 


Mrs. Peggy . White, president, an- 


nounced the addition of Mrs. John 
Tatum to the Board of Directors, 
replacing a potential director who 
declined to serve. 


Treasurer and organizational fac- 


totem Dean Milkes announced cash on 
hand from memberships at $375 ex- 
clusive of fees payable. 


He also presented for consideration 


the by-laws for the new group, which the 
membership voted to leave to the Board 
for study and approval, and reported the 
filing of a state charter as a non-profit 
civic group dedicated to dramatic 
productions and other artistic functions. 


Milkes formulated the by-laws after 


study of similar documents from other 
civic theaters in Texas. Suggestions for 
revision were made from the floor and 
others invited by Milkes and President 
Mrs. White. 


Mrs. White read the report of the Site 


Committee in the absence of committee 
chairman Dr. Bernard Rosen, citing 


rental rates for the Arena Theater at 
Navarro Junior College. 


According to a rate schedule from 


college president Dr. Ben Jones, rental 
for the 100-seat theater is $35 a per- 
formance plus 
$10 per 
night for 


rehearsals (excepting one rehearsal 
period free for each performance night) 
and such additional charges as may be 
necessary for janitorial services after 10 
p.m. 


The Board was authorized to an 


agreement with the college subject to 
negotiations. 


Mrs. White noted that St. John's 


Parish House has been offered free by 
the Rev. Fr. Dennis Smart, pastor, and it 
was expected that most of the rehearsals 
will be carried out there, with some 
provisions suggested by Mrs. White for 
token remuneration of janitorial ser- 
vices and utilities. 


Joe Brooks, earlier named director for 


"The Matchmaker", said he will need at 
least 13 rehearsals at the NJC theater for 
initial blocking and final rehearsals 
before performances, tentatively set for 
the first weekend of June. A thumbnail 
computation indicates that would cost 
some $225 for rental of the theater, ex- 
pected to be recouped from ticket sales 
with other expenses such as royalty fees 
and the $45 cost of scripts. 


In addition, supporting memberships 


will be available, according to a 
provision of the charter by-laws ex- 
plained by Milkes, with rates based on 
whether the member participates ac- 
tively in productions or in a supportive 
capacity. 


Within 30 minutes after the meeting 


got under way, Director Brooks was 
holding initial readings both to 
familiarize members with the play and 
to begin preparing for selection of the 15 
actors in the cast. 


About two hours later the session 


broke up with workers volunteering for 
crews such as lighting, make-up, 
costumes (it is a costume play), 
program, and publicity. 


Brooks called more formal try-outs for 


next Tuesday and Thursday nights at 8 
in the same room at Medical Arts. 


Noting there were some 20 women and 


ten men attending Tuesday's session, 
Brooks urged that any other interested 
potential actors turn out for Tuesday's 
casting session. 
He said there is a 


particular need for men who wish to try 
out for the principal male role of 
"Horace Vandergelder", a pompous but 
practical and vain but human man past 
middle age whose attempts to find a wife 
make up the bulk of action of the play. 


There are also half a dozen roles for 


younger men, though, Brooks noted, as 
well as more than ten roles for women, 
including the seemingly frivolous but 
basically ambitious "matchmaker", 
Dolly Levi, and roles requiring actresses 
of various ages and types. 


Brooks said no final decisions will be 


made on casting until Tuesday, and 
some parts may not be cast until after 
the Thursday readings, but he urged all 
interested actors to read Tuesday.

The Corsicana Independent School 


District Board of Trustees awarded Dr. 
John Harper a plaque for his service on 
the school board at its monthly meeting 
Monday night, received a bid of $40,010 
for the old Sam Houston Elementary 
School property, and reviewed a request 
by the Day Nursery No. 2 to use Jackson 
Elementary property as an expansion of 
the nursery. The trustees also adopted 
textbooks recommended by the text- 
book committee, approved the ac- 
ceptance of funds under Title I, reviewed 
resignations of teachers, approved the 
employment of a Spanish teacher at 
Corsicana High School, adopted a school 
calender for 1972-1973 and met in closed 
session to discuss rehiring of teachers. 


Dr. John Harper was presented a 


plaque by Dr. James Price, president of 
the board for his service on the school 
board from 1963-1972. 


0. L. Albritton Jr, 
senior vice- 


presicent and trust officer of the First 
National Bank reported that the prin- 
cipal cash for the J. L. Collins Education 
Fund for the period of Dec. 1, 1971 to 
Feb. 29, 1972 totaled $140,240.80. 
The 


total in trust book value was reported to 
be $2,404,780.41 with the market value 
totaling $2,869,695.18. 


School board members received a bid 


of $40,010 from Dean Milkes, vice 
president of K. Wolens Department 
Store for the old Sam Houston 
Elementary School. The board reviewed 
the request of Mrs. Mary Peterson and 
board members of Day Nursery No. 2 to 
use the old Jackson Elementary building 
as a day nursery and community center 
facility, but tabled the recommendation 
for further discussion and legal advice 
from the school attorney as to whether 
the school board would be subject to 
liable if an accident were to occur on the 
property. 


Joe Seale, superintendent estimated 


the cost of repairs to the building would 


begin at $25,000. Albert Sanders, board 
member, added that the cost of cleaning 
off the property would be $14,000.

a $1,500 appropriation from the street 
improvement bonds funds upon City 
Manager Jack Russell's report that 
Navarro County will provide the pipe for 
the span's culvert box. 


He reported that Commissioner P. D. 


Fullwood had negotiated the agreement 
with members of County Commissioners 
Court whereby the county would buy the 
32-foot wide pipe for the foundation to 
make possible a new bridge as wide as 
the newly paved 31-foot street, with the 
$1,500 city portion to cover costs of 


building the concrete end support walls 
and paved surfacing. 


It will replace the present wood bridge 


which narrows to approximately 14 feet 
in width and which has been restricted 
against heavy load limits. 


Arthur Carroll has been before the 


Commission on numerous 
occasions 


asking for the improvements in behalf of 
residents of the area so they may take 
full advantage of getting S. Beaton and 
E. 20th Ave. paved into a hard-surface 
roadway over to Highway 75 for a school 
bus route.

Men Talk To Water Council 


Two Corsicana businessmen are in 


Washington, D.C. today before the U.S. 
Water Resources Council to voice their 
views concerning water resource 
development projects which will affect 
this area of the State of Texas. 


The Water Resources Council meeting 


began Monday and ends Wednesday. 


The two local men at the meeting, W. 


D. Wyatt, president of the First National 
Bank of Corsicana, and B. Lynn Sanders 
Jr., chairman of the Navarro Soil and 
Water Conservation District, released 
prepared speeches to be presented 
before the council. 


Sanders, who owns and manages the

Corsicana Grain and Elevator Com- 
pany, Inc., criticized principles and 
standards recently proposed by the 
National Water Resources Council and 
charged that they "would wreck the 
upstream watershed program sponsored 
by conservation districts, counties, 
cities and other groups in my state." 


"I urge that the principles and stan- 


dards as presently proposed by the 
National Water Resources Council be 
rejected," Sanders said. "These prin- 
ciples and standards should either be 
revised to reflect the needs of rural 
America or the standards should either 
be revised to reflect the needs of rural 
America or the standards now in use 
should be continued." 


In his speech 
about 
upstream 


watershed projects, Sanders said 
"coupled with good conservation land 
treatment, (they) reduced 
flood 


damages to crops, fences, county roads, 
bridges, and other property. More than 
one county government in our state has 
been forced to the edge of bankruptcy by 
flood damages to its roads and bridges. 
These projects reduce erosion and they 
reduce sediment damage to rivers, 
streams, and lakes." 


Sanders said sediment is "our largest 


single source of pollution, at least by 
volume," and floodwater retarding 
dams keep sediment out of lakes and 
streams in the Upper Trinity River. 


He pointed out three ways in which 


criteria formulated by the Water 
Resources Council "strikes a right at the 
heart of the upstream watershed 
"program." 


"First, it sets an unrealistic interest 


rate of seven per cent for the next five 
years. After that, the interest rate could 
be increased to 10 per cent or more. 
These rates, which are in excess of the 
current borrowing rate of the federal 
government, would force land and water 
development projects to pass a profit- 
oriented criteria, the type of evaluation 
a businessman would give a project. The 
Congress has long recognized that such 
developments have inherent social 
values that preclude their evaluation on 
this basis. A businessman not only wants 
to make a profit; he also wants to make 
enough profit to off-set the risks involved 
in the investment. To force land and 
water resource developments into this 
basis doesn't make sense." 


The second criticism by Sanders was 


that the proposed criteria overem- 
phasizes the effect on such projects on 
the national economic picture instead of 
the benefits to a local community or to 
regional economic development. 


The third criticism was the new 


criteria of principles and standards used 
to evaluate 
upstream watershed 


projects does not give "certain con- 
sideration for improving the quality of 
living for people," as did the original 
version.

The Commission agreed to rent two

Stroube reported he had contacted a 


supplier firm which rents portable 
restrooms at $32 a month, plus $8 each 
for mileage in servicing the facilities. If 
any damage is done to the units by 
vandals, the city would be responsible up 
to $125 for total replacement. 


Commissioner Bob Scott, who brought 


. up the matter of providing public 
restroom facilities originally several 
meetings back, acknowledged that 
"anything would be better than 
nothing," in moving the city proceed to 
rent four units on a summer trial basis. 


In other actions on financing im- 


provements, the Commission accepted 
the low unit bid of Tom White Chevrolet 
for two pickup trucks for $5,432 for the 
water and sewer departments. Cor- 
sicana had advertised for three pickups,

$8,148; Hervey Motors, $8,158.50; and 
Goins-Weatherby Ford, $8,363. 


Commissioners accepted Manager 


Russell's recommendations he be 
authorized to have repairs made to the 
public library's air conditioning system 
out of the library bond construction fund. 
Manager Russell reported that Public 
Works Director Dick Ballenger and 
Tatum Air Conditioning Co., had 
evaluated the problem and advised that 
the recurring trouble stemmed from 
improper wiring when the system was 
installed that caused the cooling and 
heating to work against one another, 
burning out motors.

encourage employes to greater 


incentives for efficiency 
and 


pride. 


The Commission decided to 


take a closer look at the idea 
when Commissioner Bob Scott 
said he could understand the 
reason for this "bonus" day, but 
not all of the 205 employes get the 
same vacation now. He pointed 
out that civil service covered 
employes in the police and fire 
department receive close to 30 
days vacation now. 


City Manager Russell 
ack- 


nowledged "I didn't realize any 
employes got more than two 
weeks". He suggested they seek 
out the opinion of the civil service 


commission on its viewpoint. 


In another employe-related 


matter, the Commission ap- 
proved a revised contract with 
North Central Texas Council of 
Governments on its allocation of 
salaries toward five workers 
made possible for Corsicana 
under an Emergency 
Em- 


ployment Act grant from the 
federal government. 


The COG reimburses Cor- 


sicana monthly on the salary of 
the five allocated to Corsicana, 
but since all were not hired by the 
city at the start of the contract 
date last Nov. 1, Manager Russell 
said the NCTCOG wanted the 


contract revised to reflect only 
what these employes will be paid 
for the remainder of the grant 
period. 


As all five were not employed 


from the beginning date through 
the grant period ending in 
August, Corsicana will receive 
proportionately less than the 
original full amount allocated. 


Commissioners asked if there 


was any stipulation in the grant 
contract that the city had to 
retain the five employes after the 
grant funds expired. Manager 
Russell said there was nothing 
written in, but cities receiving 
this assistance, usually verbally 


agreed to retain those employed 
under the emergency act that the 
city could absorb in its budget. 


The grant is making possible 


$1,800 monthly now toward the 
salaries of the five employes not 
otherwise allowed for in the 
regular budget. 


In other actions, the Com- 


mission passed on three zoning 
matters, approving ordinances 
on first reading that will change 
zoning for Mrs. Ina Cruse on 
acreage at 3006 W. 2nd Ave. from 
Residential 2 to Multiple Family 
1 for an apartment complex. At 
the initiative of the Planning and 
Zoning Commission, the city 


gave preliminary approval to 
rezoning 12 lots in the 900 and 1000 
blocks of W. 5th Ave., back from 
Residential to General Retail. 
Building Official Delma Ware 
reported that when Corslcana's 
new zoning ordinance was 
adopted it had inadvertently 
placed Residential classification 
on this property which had been 
used for years for business and 
had in fact been zoned General 
Retail under the old ordinance. 


Commissioners voted to with- 


draw a specific use permit 
granted to Larry Anderton for 
locating and occupying a mobile 
home on S: 45th St.

Night Meetings Talked; 
Remodeling Under Way 


Although all work hasn't been 


completed yet, the City Com- 
mission 
met 
in "new" 


surroundings Tuesday in the 
combination Commission 
chambers and city courtroom 
currently being revamped. 


Mayor Sue Youngblood vdiced 


the sentiments of the Commission 
when she observed "I am real 
proud of the room" revealing she 
had got the carpet donated from 
01. anonymous source. 


With the remodelling, the 


courtroom judge's bench and 
jury box have been removed and 
a curving continous table desk 
built in and panelled. This new 
arrangement makes it possible 
for city officials all to sit facing 
the audience, whereas before 
they were crowded around a 
large table. 


The Commission commended 


the city personnel who are doing 
the remodelling work for which 
$2,000 was budgeted this year. 


City Manager Jack Russell1 


said thus far, with city personnel 
providing the labor in crafting 
the work, costs had not exceeded 
$200 with money left to buy new 
chairs for Commission, replace 
two filing cabinets for the court's 
records, and make other im- 
provements. The city manager 
asked for the Commission's 
agreement to utilize part of the 
$2,000 further to install a petition 
in the downstairs hallway bet- 
ween the tax office and finance 
department to provide facilities 
for relocating the reproduction 
and printing office. 


Mayor Youngblood, Com- 


missioner H.R. Stroube, Jr., and 
City Manager Russell will act, it 
was agreed, as a committee to 


select new chairs for the Com- 
mission's use. 


Manager Russell advised he 


would like a policy decision from 
the Commission on the use of the 
room hereafter by public groups. 
He reminded that the room, in 
addition to being used by the 
Commission and court, is used by 
various city boards such as the 
Planning and Zoning Com- 
mission, Civil Service Com- 
mission, and others on a regular 
basis. 


The city receives frequent 


requests from public groups so 
that at times conflicts arise, and 
he sought direction on whether 
this practice should continue. 
Manager Russell said it could 
become necessary to designate 
someone to the specific duty of 
keeping a schedule on use of the 
room as a meeting place, and the 
additional janitorial expense that 
is involved. 


While no formal vote was 


taken, the Commission indicated 
it felt the room should be "Kept 
clear" primarily for city use 
functions. 


In connection with the subject 


of meetings, Billy Elias asked if 
the Commisssion would look 
favorable on changing 
its 


meetings to night sessions. Elias 
recalled that at one time the city 
had held meetings 
to ac- 


commodate working people who 
can't come during the afternoon 
and want a chance to be heard on 
some matters. Speaking of 
minority groups, Elias observed 
"we have a lot of people who 
don't make enough money to take 
off from their jobs" to come to an 
afternoon meeting. 


Those unable due to personal 


circumstances he said, as a 
result, have to rely on petitions, 
written requests, or having some 
representative appear in their 
behalf as he was doing. 


"We tried that once before and 


no one came up here," remarked 
Commissioner Stroube. Com- 
missioner P.D. Fullwood, a new 
member since 1971, added it was 
his understnading that "fewer 
people came at night" although 
Elias felt otherwise. Mayor 
Youngblood recalled that they 
had tried it and one reason "we 
quit was a former mayor became 
ill and the city attorney was going 
to night school." 
She added, 


however, that in the future when 
some important meeting is 
coming up, such as a public 
hearing on a paving program or a 
bond proposal, the Commission 
might change to night sessions 
where large interested groups 
are involved. 


Manager Russell advised Elias 


that it is always a good practice 
for any group wanting to present 
a request, or inquire into the 
status of a project, to submit this 
personally, or in writing to his 
office in advance so he has op- 
potunity to "check it out" and 
brief the Commission. 


Commissioner P.D. Fullwood, 


a member of the Navarro County 
Action 
Committee 
Board, 


recommended to Elias, an NCAC 
N e i g h b o r h o o d 
C e n t e r s 


representative, it would be worth 
while to emulate what the NCAC 
board is doing; encouraging 
citizens in neighborhoods to file 
"specifics" through their centers 
so that definite information could 
be developed in advance, that 
would enable expediting matters
